PLANTING FOR PORCHES 


The planting around the house 
porch should receive the special 
attention of the home ground de- 
veloper. When the porch is along 
the front or side, the manner in 
which it is planted directly affects 
the appearance of the house. A 
porch so located and for 
outdoor living requires a planting 
that gives the occupants a degree 
of seclusion, although this cannot 
be the major purpose of the plant- 
ing if the general appearance of 
the house-is to be considered, The 
porch planting is subject to close 
inspection and should be of a type 
that is attractive as viewed from 
the porch. — ; 
Open or Secluded 

Flans for the completed plant- 
ing frequently include a good 
proportion of evergreen material 
valued for its year-round form 
and color, It is not.meant that 
this part of the planting should 
consist entirely of such tree forms 
as arbor vitae, yew, juniper and 
chamaecyparis.

violator; in a message to King 
George VI, President toosevelt 
gave renewed assurance of all- 
out aid to Britain, 

Still War of Nerves 

It was still a war of nerves. 
That President Roosevelt under- 
stood this and would play to the 
utmost the game of keeping Hitler 
guessing was amply evident last 
week, But most experts were 
agreed that the big crisis would 
come in July.

HOW MUCH TO REFOREST 

I introduced Mr. .Douglas last 
week by quoting him on water 
conservation and forests. Here, 
I am continuing to quote him: “A 
definite plan of. reforestation 
must give the amount or percent- 
age of land in any given aréa 
that will prove to be best fer 
water conditions if covered by 
forest or swamp. If there is such 
a ratio betweeh forested and clear- 
ed land then our problem is not 
so complex, Using this percent- 
age we could find the amount of 
land in each tewnship that would 
need to be returned to forest if 
water conditions are to be at their 
best.” 

“Fortunately, our forest engin- 
eers have worked out a definite 
formula to deterniine the amount 
of land to reforest. Here it is,— 
Take the slope in feet per mile of 
the area under consideration, 
transfer this figure so it will be 
that of the desired total forest 


“ percentage, substract from this 


figure the present forest percent- 
age and the result will be . the 
percentage to reforest.” 
In Grey County 
“Let us illustrate this important 
formula as it works out in Grey 
county. Three years ago we took 
a census of water conditions. Our 
Grey county Council and the 
Owen Sound Board of. Trade 
combined to send questionnaires 
to each township clerk. In answer 
these men described the water sit- 
uation as acute. Another qnes- 
tion asked was the percentage of 
land in each township unsuitable 
for agriculture. Totaling the re- 
plies we found it to be 200,000 
acres or one-fifth of Grey Coun- 
ty’s 1,000,000 acre area. An- 
other census revealed that 75% 
of the streams in North Grey had 
ceased to flow from ground 
springs.

Science doee not yet know 
exactly how much you need, and 
you have no way of knowing exact- 
ly how much you get. But one thing 
ie very clear; it is indispensable. 

Vitamin’ D {s so Important dur- 
ing growth that some foods, par- 
ticularly milk, have had this vita- 
min added to them. Milk is now 
enriched with D by several meth- 
ode. One is by exposing a thin 
jayer of milk to strong ultra-violet 
ight which activates sterols in the 
milk just as sunshine activates the 
aterols in the ekin. Milk {fe also 
fortified by the direct addition of 
I concentrates. Still another 
method is to add the vitamin to the 
feed given cows and chickens so 
that the milk, butter and eges will 
be high in Vitamin D. 

You can’t always depend on get- 
ting your share of Vitamin D from 
these ultra-violet raye. In the ear- 
ly spring and late fall they are weak 
—and in the winter, weaker stil. 
In winter, they're only about’ one- 
twelfth as strong as in summer, 
So you have to store up enough in 
summer to last through the winter, 

The ultra-violet light cannot pasa 
through ordinary glass. Fog, emoke 
and duet are further hindrances. 
Clothing makes a difference, too. 
Even the strong ultra-violet light 
of summer can get through only 
one layer of Nght clothing. If you 
depend wpon a sun lamp, keep in 
mind thet it deteriorates and 
should be checked regularly.

CHECK GAS GANGRENE 

A new treatment toward the con- 
trol of gas gangrene haa been dis- 
covered by two members of the 
medical faculty of Queen's Univer- 
eity at Kingston, Ont., Dr. G. B. 
Reed and Dr. J. H. Orr. Their find- 
ings recently were published in 
Lancet, British medical journal. 

The doctors developed a treat- 
ment which resulted in. a startling 
decline in the mortality rate among 
guinea pigs virulently infected 
with gas gangrene, an infection 
aaid to rank with streptococcus as 
the greatest cause of death among 
wounded soldiers. 

Sulphanilamide, sulphapyridine 
and eulphathiazole were used to 
eontrel the infection, with the lat- 
ter being found the most effective.

PREVENTION OF DIABETES 

A new method for the prevention 
of diabetes was described last 
week before the U. 8.

HOW MUCH TO REFOREST 

Continuing Mr. Douglas’ story 
of water conservation in Grey 
County: “We then consulted with 
responsible older’ residents to find 
the time when water conditions 
were good. General opinion took 
us back well over twenty years 
to a time when the forested areas 
were 30% of the total area. We 
found that the slope in Grey 
County from south to north av- 
eraged 30 feet to the mile.” 

“Knowing that our current for- 
ested area was 14% of the total 
area it was a simtple matter to 
subtract 14 from 30. This gave 
us 16% as the desired amount of 
reforestation necessary. We 
thought at first that this formula, 
in which our needed forest per- 
centage equalled the foot slope 

r mile, was just a coincidence 

t some studies in other coun- 
ties, where the slope is riuch less, 
showed it to be a fairly accurate 
¢onstant.” 

Unsuitable for Agriculture 

“Planting 16% 
county of Grey is a big order. It 
means planting 160,000 acres in 
our million but you will notice 
that we have 200,000 acres of 
land that is not suited to agricul- 
ture, which is more than we need, 
Some counties south of the Dun- 
dalk highlands have less than 
twelve feet per mile drop and still 
over 6% in forest. The county 
areas are less and this will make 
their problem easier. Less slope 
usually means less available poor 
land areas but you will still have 
more than enough for your 
needs.” 

So when someone talks of 50% 
or more of the land needing re- 
forestation, if the water table is 
to be controlled, or quotes the 
value of the land, you will know 
how to answer. In an area where 
the needed percentage is low, say 
4%, it can be had by planting 4 
acres in every 100. Much of this 
could be planted as windbreaks, 
or other needed 
trees. Certainly the plan is worth 
considering, elsewhere,

Molotov Broadcasts 


Part of. the text of Foreign Minis- 
ter Molotov’s broadcast on the out- 
break of war with Germany, as 
translated by Tass, Russian news 
agency, follows: 

“Citizens of the Soviet Union: 
The Soviet Government and its 
head, Comrade Stalin, have author- 
ized me to make the following state- 
ment: Without any claims having 
been presented to the Soviet Union, 
without a declaration of war, Ger- 
man troops attacked our country, 
attacked our borders at many 
points and bombed from their air 
planes our cities, wounding and 
killing over 200 people. There were 
also enemy air raids and artillery 
shelling from Rumania and Finnish

Buckwheat Has 
Definite Role 


Can Play Important Part 
This Year In War Effort of 


Ontario Farmers, Says John 


D. MacLeod 


Suckwheat has an important 
place among Ontario grain crops, 
and this is particularly true this 
year when maximum, yields of 
home-grown pgrains- are essential 
to Canada’s farm war effort, says 
John D. MacLeod, Crops, Seeds 
and Weeds Branch, Ont. Dept. of 
Agriculture, Toronto. 

Buckwheat may be included jn 
rations for all classes of live stock 
and is resistant to soil insects. It 
makes an excellent green manure 
crop and cannot be beaten as a 
smother crop for weeds. 

FOR STOCK FEED 

The seed may be sown as late 
as the first week in July in- many 
sections of the province and is 
adaptable to a wide variety of 
soils. Silver Hull and Rough or 
Rye buckwheat are the varieties 
usually sown at the rate of I to 
1‘ bushels per acre. Weedy pas- 
tures and weedy hay fields may 
be broken at this time,. worked 
thoroughly and sown to Buck- 
wheat. If soil and moisture con- 
ditions. are favorable, the crop 
will be up in four to six days. 

If sown too early, Buckwheat 
will lhave a damaging effect on 
the clover honey crop and it is 
suggested that seeding be delayed 
until after June 15th, each year. 

Clean, well-graded healthy seed 
and a well-prepared seed bed are 
essential to maximum yields, 

Mr. MacLeod cautions that 
mouldy Buckwheat seed should 
not be sown as it will not give 
good results..

MORPHINE MAY KILL 
If you want to stay alive 
through an attack of asthma, 
don’t permit anyone, not even a 
doctor, to give you morphine. 
Asthma itself seldom or never 
kills, Dr. Warren T. Vaughan, 
of Richmond, Ga., explained at a 
erymposium held by the American 
Association for the Sutdy of Al- 
lergy. But morphine may kill, he 
added anyone affected with asth- 
ma. 
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PLANTS -AND SUN 
Some plants can become so sen- 
sitive to light that full sunlight 
will cause them to become pros- 
trate, and when ‘the light is re- 
duced they can regain an erect 
position. Dr. D. G. Langham, 
making researches at the Institute 
for Experimental Agriculture at 
El Valle, Caracas, Venezuela, re- 
ported in the current issue of 
“Science” that a potted plant of 
teosinte, a large grass resembling 
corn, drooped when grown in a 
greenhouse, but when removed to 
a shaded locality recovered its 
erect position. .

SHOT OF SUNSHINE 

Recovery of a large number of 
apparently hopeless infection 
eases after the injection of a shot 
of “sunshine” directly into the 
bloodstream was recently report- 
ed to the American Institute of 
Homeopathy. 

In the treatment the patient's 
own blood was irradiated by expos- 
ure ‘to strong ultra-violet rays 
from a mercury vapor lamp in 
much the same fashion that milk 
is treated by dairies to give it 
vitamin D—the sunshine factor. 

An automatic transfusion pump 
was used and the patient’s circula- 
tion was not disturbed except for 
the detour the blood took through 
the pump and the small irradia-

Q. How can I wash a small 
Oriental rug? 

A. Rub the surface with a 


lather of pure white soap. Then 
rub off as much soap as possible 
and rinse with cloths dipped in 
clear cool water. Dry thoroughly. 

Q. How can I make a disin- 


fectant? 
A. A home- made disinfectant, 
both efficient and inexpensive, 


can be made by completely sub- 
merging a small quantity (about 
half a can) of chloride of lime 
in vinegar. The gases released 
by this mixture will destroy germs 
and unpleasant odors. 

Q. How can I prevent old po- 
tatoes from turning black when 
boiling? 

A. If a teaspoonful of vinegar 
is added to the water, they will 


not turn black, in spite of their 
age. 

Q. How can I clean brick 
tiles? 

A. Washing brick tiles with 
vinegar makes them look like 
new. 


Q. How can I make frosted 
glass for a bathroom or sleeping 
porch window? 

A. Clean the glass with gaso- 
line, Then cover with white tis- 
sue paper which fits exactly and 
apply clear waterproof varnish 
thinned 25 per cent with turpen- 
tine. The varnish soaks through 
the paper sticking it to the glass, 
and thus effects a frosted win- 
dow.

THE WEED OF THE WEEK 
Poison Ivy is being dealt with this 
week, not because .it is a weed in cul- 
tivated fielis but because it is a 


menace to children and adults. Every- additional labour will be required to 


one should know this weed. It is seen 
along roadsides, woods and thickets 
in many parts of Ontario and is also 
found in the neighborhood of many 
summer resorts and bathing beaches. 

Poison Ivy can be eradicated 100 
per cent, says John D. MacLeod of 
the Crops, Seeds and Weeds Branch, 
Ont Dept. of Agriculture, by spray- 
ing with chemicals. Cottagers might 
spare their families a lot of grief and 
misery by writing the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for an illustrated 
pamphlet on Poison Ivy. It has a large 
colored picture of the weed and full 
directions as to the best methods of 
eradication. The bulletin also gives 
methods of treatment for poisoning. 

Watch for leaves in groups of 
THREE, smooth, glossy and firm. 

Hand pulling is often the simplest 
way to get rid of small patches of 
Poison Ivy. Trailing parts. should be 
pulled or grubbed out, Gloves should 
be worn and rubber boots too. They 
should be washed after each period of 
work, Persons susceptible of poison- 
ing should leave the work to others. 

If spraying, uSe either of the foll- 
owing two chemical mixtures: Dis- 
solve 1 lb. of Sodium Chlorate and 1 
lb. of Elephant Brand Ammonium 
Sulphate in 1 gallon of water and 
spray to saturation any time after 
the middle of June using a fine noz- 
Zle Sprayer with as much pressure ag 
possible. Each ingredient should be 
put separately into the water immed- 
iately before spraying. 

2. Spray with Atlacide Wood Killer 
2 Ibs, per gallon of water. Apply in 
the form of a fing spray any tim\ 
during the growing season. If new 
growth appears late in the fall, a sec- 
ond spraying will be necessary. Con- 
sult your. Weed Inspector regarding 
where these chemicals may be obtain- 
ed

FLEABEETLES, BUGS IN POTATO 
FIELDS 

The dry weather in many districts 
of Ontario is retarding development 
of potato plants and tubers, says J. 
T. Cassin, Potato Fieldman ~~ cf the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture. 
Many fields are being severely attack- 
ed by fleabeetles and the leaves rid- 
dled With many sniall holes. ‘This 
alone will reduce the yield consider- 
ably. Potato bugs and leafhoppers are 
also making their appearance, All 
three insects can be destroyed — by 
spraying, 

Much of the-Ontario crop was lost 
last year by blight, Mr. Cassin points 
out, and it is time for spraying for. 
blight with Bordeaux Mixture. Labor 
and other costs of production ~ are 
higher this year and unless maximum 
yields are obtained, many growers 
will find their profits small. Growers 
cannot afford to neglect care of their 
crop. 

As an annual crop over a ten year 
period, potatoes have meant an an- 
nual cash return to Ontario farmers 
of $10,000,000. Last year it dropped to 
some $7,496,000. Much of this de- ” 
creases was attributed to insufficient 
Spraying or dusting. 

Proper spraying or dusting prolongs 
the life of the plants, increases yields 
and improves the quality of potatoes. 
It pays to spray. 

Most growers spray for blight and 
irisects at the same time. They use ¥ 
the 4-4-40 formula( 4 pounds of blue- 
stone, 4 pounds hydrated lime and 40 
gallons of water for blight, To this 
they add 2 1-2 pounds of arsenate of 


lime or lead to every 40 gallons of 
water for fleabeetles and potato 
bugs. 


No statd number of sprayings can 
be. recommended with Bordeaux mix- 
ture (the 4-4-40) formula) as the 
wetter the Weather - the larger the 
number needed. Spraying must be re- 
peated often enough to keep the fol- 
iage well covered.

Fresh eggs were slightly firmer on 
the Belleville market this morning 
with Grade "A’’ large selling at 30c 
per dozen, the highest price reached 
this summer, Other grades sold at 
prices ranging from 2c to 28c¢ per 
dozen. Capons sold at prices approx- 
imately 27c per pound with four 
pound birds going for $1. More ma- 
ture fowl held at the usual 2he per 
pound with broilers ranging from 75c 
per pair up to $1.25. Fresh butter 
also: held steady, selling at two 
pounds for 7T5c. 

Sweet cherries made their initial 
appearance on the fruit market, sell- 
ing at 20c per berry box or at prices 
ranging from $1 to to $1.25 per six- 
quart basket. Other cherries, such as 
Montmorency and Early Richmond 
#0Old at 15c per berry box or at 75c 
per six-quart basket. What was 
claimed by vendor to be the last of 
the strawberries sold at 20c and 25c 
per box, while raspberries and huckle- 
berries rose sharply in price from 
what was asked for initial offerings 
earlier in the week. Kaspberries sold 
at 35c per box with huckleberries 
selling at 30c per quart, although one 
vender sold out at 25 per quart. 

Blackcaps, quite small in size ow- 
ing to the dry weather, sold at 25c¢ 
per box, while gooseberries were 50c 
per six quart basket or 10c per quart. 
Red currants sold at 15e or at two 
boxes for 25c¢ with billberries going 
at T0c per Hox 

Fresh home grown tomatoes of the 
hothouse variety were offered at 30¢ 
per pound, peas were 35c¢ per quart 
and string beans 10c per box. Cauli- 
flower ranged from 5c each up to 20: 
with bunched vegetables going for the 
usual Sc per bunch, Cucumbers were 
10c each as were lettuce heads, with 
abbage selling at Sc and 10c. Span- 
ish onions were quite scarce, vendors 
asking 10c per berry box with prices 
expected to double before the season 
is over. New potatoes were quite 
plentiful and sold at 70c per peck on 
life per berry box 

Whitefish and lake trout were of- 
fered in pmited quantities, the former 
Variety selling at’20c per pound and 
lake trout a, 25c, or pieces at 30c 
per pound. 

There was a fair offering of young 
pigs displayed by vendors along the 
arena side of the market, prices 
ranging from $4.50 up, according to 
age.

How long Paul remained in the 
eity of Antioch at the close of 
his first missionary journey, we 
do not know.

3% cups finely sifted cake flour

powder

2 cups sugar 
114 cups erg whites unbeaten 
4 teaspoon vanilla 

14 teaspoon almond extract 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, and sift together 
three times/ Cream butter thor- 
oughly, ad ‘sugar gradually, and 
cream sopaiher until light and 
fluffy. Add egg whites, 14 cup at 
a time, beating about 3 minutes 
after each addition. Add flour, a 
small amount at a time, beating 
well after each addition” Add flav- 
oring and beat vigorously. Turn 
into a 10-inch tube pan which has 
been greased, lined on bottom, 
sides, and around the tube with 
heavy paper, and again greased. 
Bake in slow oven (275 deg. F.) 1 
hour, then increase heat slightly

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Q. We run our herd in a 
fairly large pasture, part of which 


is natural pasture and the other 


part is brought under cultivation 
periodically in the rotation. In a 
fairly moist year we get super- 
abundance of pasture towards. the 
end of June, but it fades off in 
July and early August. Have-you 
any suggestions? “J C.—Went- 
worth Co,” 

A. To take advantage of the 
natural growth habit of grass, 
steps must be taken to utilize the 
peak of production in June. One 
suggestion to better distribute this 
is to limit eattle to a small section 
of the regular pasture when they 
are first turned out and force 
them to graze this portion closely. 
This allows the remainder of the 
regular pasture to get more 
growth, and after taking the 
cattle off this first pastured sec- 
tion it produces a substantia) and 
early aftermath. 

Two problems are serious when 
grazing pasture; 
feneing and supplying water. 
With the introduction.of the elas- 
tic fence the fencing problem is 
pattially solved, as it provides an 
efficient and inexpensive . fence 
that can be quickly erected and 
readily moved. Its use in pasture 
management is highly recommend- 
ed, but do not use barbed wire 
when fencing the milk-cow pas- 
ture. The providing of a satis- 
factory supply of water is largely 
an individual farm problem, and 
this will have to be worked out 
by each dairyman, 

Pasture mansgement in June 
is the problem of utilizing as much 
as possible of the  best-quality 
feed with the milking section of 


‘the herd. It is often advisable 
to divide the herd into two 


gZroups, 


one the milking cows and the 


other made up of dry cows and 
heifers. Give the milking. cows 
the fresh, luxuriant pasture, and 
follow them after the best is 
eaten off with the non-lactating 
animals, In this way the milking 


cows gret the choice feed. 
Another important factor in 
utilizing peak of production in 
June is to have the 
peak of lactation when the grats 
is abundant, This means spring 
calving and breeding in midsum- 
mer, Watch carefully during the

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| New Maple Jelly 
Made From Syrup 


it Has Excellent Jelly Char- 
acterstics, A Mild Degree of 
Tartness and an Attractive 
Color 


Maple Jelly is the newest confeo- 
tion to come from the laboratories 
of the chemists at the State Ex- 
periment Station, Geneva, N.Y., in 
the search for new products from 
maple syrup which might widen 
the outlet for this commodity, par- 
ticularly at roadside stands, and 
thus ald in atabilizing the maple 
syrup industry. An improved meth- 
od for making the ever-popular 
maple cream has also been devised 
by the station workers. 

HOME FREEZER : 

The improved technique for mak- 
ing maple cream developed in the 
station laboratories utilizes the 
home ice-cream freezer, and by 
providing temperature and control 
and preventing loss of moisture 


by evaporation insures. a product 


of superior texture and quality, say 
the chemists. The syrup is boiled 
to a temperature of 232 degrees, 
cooled down to 60 to 70 degrees, 
and churned In an ice cream freez- 
er which is surrounded with water 
at 60 degrees. Creaming begins in 
about 20 to 30 minrtes and is com- 
pleted in 40 to 50 minutes. 

A maple jelly comprised of 50 
parts maple sugar, 400 parts cane 
sugar, 19 parts corn syrup, 1 part 
pectin and 0.4 part phosphoric acid 
is said to have excellent jelly char- 
acteristics, a mild degree of tart- 
ness and an attractive color. The 
jelly can also be made from maple 
sugar alone by increasing the a- 
mount of the acid, but the color is 
usually darker. The procéss for 
making maple jelly is still rather 
complicated, but the station work-

Salads always grace any menu 
firstly from the aspect of an ap- 
petizer and secondly, what better 
lends itself for the hostess to 
demonstrate her decorative abil- 
ity? 

Even the simplest salad can be 
thrilling — for greens — nothing 
but greens simply and cleverly

Always have your lettuce, cress 
celery and radishes as crisp as 
your best starched pinafore and 
as cold as the refrigerator can 
make them.

Try Sun Baths 
For The Baby 


Rays Paint the Cheeks and 
Make Bodies Husky 


Nothing tones the muscles, 
reddens the cheeks and lips, hard- 
ens young bones and makes for 
radiant well-being# like fresh air 
and sunshine, This was the advice 
given by Miss Marjorie K. Milli- 
gan in a recent talk on Sun Baths 
for baby given under the auspices 
of the Child Welfare Association 
of Montreal. : 

Miss Milligan said that sunshine 
was necessary for the normal 
growth of all children, particular. 
ly for the prevention of rickets, 
a disease of the bones. If tha 
child is placed in front’ of a win. 


dow, the window must, however, » 


be open, for the sun rays which 
paint the cheeks and make bodies 
husky do not penetrate ordinary 
window glass, 
BEST TIME OF DAY 

The best time for sunbaths is 
between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. ex- 
cept on very hot days when the 
sun baths should be given before 
10 or after 3 p.m. The object is 
a gradual tanning and a very 
slight reddening of the skin each 
day will lead to tanning. A heavy 
tan is not in itself of great value; 
in fact, if it is too heavy it re- 
tards the absorption. of the rays, 


Children of fair complexion 
burn more readily than those of 
darker skin and should be more 
carefully exposed to the sun. If 
baby burns easily give him his 
sun bath in the shade of the house, 
as anything stronger than skyline 
may be too much for him at first. 
Always place baby with his feet 
pointing away from the sun, and 
see that he is protected from the 
wind. 

SHOULD BE GRADUAL 
PROCESS 

Starting with an exposure of 
four minutes, two minutes front 
and two back, Miss Milligan said 
the time should be lengthened 
each day until the child is ex- 
posed 30 minutes back and 30 
minutes front. First the baby’s 
arms should be bared to the sun, 
then after two or. three days the 
legs, later the chest and back.

consideration for others, study dis- 
cipline and restraint in the handling 
of machines, 

“Showing off by riding with 
hands off the handlebars is as dang- 
erous as it is foolish. This practice is 
quite Common on the streets of Stir- 
ling and should be discouraged. The 
rider has no control over his machine 
and he is likely. to be thrown off 
without warning if the front wheel 
strikes even a slight obstruction. It 
is easy to imagine the result # a 
cyclist were to fall in front of a truck 
or car. 

Cyclists should also avoid swervy- 
ing across the lanes of vehicles com-, 
ing behind them on _ the village 
Streets or out on the open highways. 
Nothing is more disconcerting to the. 
motorist than having one or more 
cyclists meandering back and forth 
across the highway in front of him 
when he is anxious;to pass. Bicyclists 
ought to be trained in a few simple 
rules: to ride in a straight line, to 
signal left turns, to keep close to the 
curb, not to carry a passenger, and 
above all, not to take any chances. 
If a bicycle collides with a motor car 
it is invariably the bicyclist who zets 
the worst of it.

ASIA.—Acts 19:1-——-21117. 
PRINTED TEXT 
Acts 19:8-10, 23-32.

THE LESSON _IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The chronology of the 
Apostle Paul's life is a subject in 
which great differences of opin- 
fon are held, but we may date the 
events of our lesson, approxi- 
mately, A.D. 54.to 58. 

Place.——The great city of Eph- 
esus was on the western coast of 
Asia Minor, Miletus being about 
20 miles below. “Troas was on 
the same coast, though far north, 
The cities of Tyrg and Caesarea 
were in Syria. ; 

In this lesson we have another 
illustration of the profound truth, 
which is continually &mphasized 
in the narrative of the Book of 
Acts, that the gospel of the King- 
dom of God, the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, must face a host of an- 
tagonistic forces — false philoso- 
phiesa, pagan and sensual relig- 
ions, the power of sin in the 
human heart, and the selfish- 
ness of human nature itself. 
These must all be overcome if the 
gospel is to conquer, and conquer 
it did in these great eventa here 
recorded, 

Paul in Ephesus 

Ephesus was one of the great- 
ast cities of the ancient world. 
The first experience of Paul in 
Ephesus of which we haye record 
is his meeting with a group of 
disciples, the followers of the 
teachings of John the Baptist, a 
éituation.similar to that in which

ieut, Whalley dived from the deck 
of the destroyer Tartar to take 
a life-line to the men, who were 
thus brought - aboard. Sub.-Lt. 
Whalley is the son of Very Rev. 
A. F, C, Whalley, himself a former 
Scoutmaster. 

The part being played by Chin- 
ése Boy Scouts and Girl Guides 
in the war-transplanted life of 
that country, and the value of 
Scouting and Guiding in helping 
shape the character of the boys 
and girls of future China are ack- 
nowledged by Madame Chiang 
Kai-Shek in her recent book. 

Writes the Chinese President's 
wife: “When we came to this 
river we were met by a proces- 
sion of Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides.

provinces from North to South 
China.

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HOW ROCKS ARE FORMED 

In this space I have talked of 
the plants and animals, told my 
readers something of the natuml 
laws that bind them and of their 
relations with one another. But 
there is another factor, the strata 
on which all creatures live. Gealo- 

tell us that the earth is a 
of rock, which judging from 

ita weight, size, and motion, is 
molten in the interior at a depth 
of about 50 miles. Outside this 
hot and fluid core are the rocks 
aa we know them, in layers much 
like the skin of an onion. It is 
believed that the deepest down 
are the oldest and those at te 
surface the youngest. 

Unfortunately this holds true 
of only an ideal section and else- 
where twisting and folding have 
displaced the rocks so that the 
eldest is often on the surface. 
Earthquakes, volcanic action, 
lowering of the-land surfaces and 
ralaing of the sea bottoms have 
contributed to this displacement. 
Bo it ia often a puzzle to find out 
the different ages of the rocks at 
the surface. However, the science 
of geology has discovered certain 
features of all rocks and formu- 
lated them into rules that when 
followed will identify any forma- 
tion. 


Different Types 

So much for the way we know 
the rocks. Now let us look at the 
way they are formed. Some 
vocks are volcanic, laid down as 
molten lavas, which were formed 
by pressure in the interior of the 
earth. Such rocks are never 
stratified but are just masses of 
stone, Other rocks have been de- 
posited as silt, sand, or clay in 
water, usually in layers. Sill 
other rocks were formed by corals 
er other animals. These are usu- 
ally in layers, or strata, and both 
are usually known as sandstones 
er limestones. Often after they 
. were laid down they were buried 
deeply and subjected to pressure, 
ke the strata and changing 
orm. These pressure-chang- 
ed rocks are known as metamor- 
rocks, Marbje, slate, “and 
aré example of metamor- 

phic rocks.

ITALIANS WARNED 

On the other side of the fence, 
the Italian people were warned 
by Mussolini's mouthpiece, Vir.

“It would he a serious 
mistake to think that all is easy 
and ought to speed in quick-step 
to the desired solution,” Gayda 
wrote, “Russia jis resisting the 
offensive not only with a gigantic 
mass of arms, and the more or 
less capable arts of her leaders, 
but also with distance. That. waa 
the case in 1812 (when Napoleon 
failed to conquer Russia). It was 
the case—if {n a less measure— 
from 1914 to 1917. It 4s still, tn 
part, her chance today.” 

In Washington it was admitted 
that the Russians had put up the 
atrongest resistance the Germans 
had yet met But the Adminis- 
tration was not expected to give 
the Soviets much substantial ald 
until it became clear whether or 
not the Russians were going to 
survive the blitz. Por the time 
being, technical experts only would 
be sent to the Soviet Union. 

“SHOULD STRIKE NOW” 

The President himself voiced 
once again a hope that the United 
States could keep out of the war, 
while declining to say that he 
believed that America could re- 
main at peace. One of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s chiel lieutenants, Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox, had the 
previous evening made a flat dec- 
laration that “The time to use our 
mavy to clear the Atlantic of the 
German menace is at hand. Now 
la the time to strike, while Hitler 
is busy crushing Russia.” 

PROBLEMS FOR CANADA 

Russian entry into the war 
against Germany brought fresh 
problems to Canadian authorities, 
especially since the Soviet Union 
has never been recognized by the 
Dominion Government. The in- 
ternment here of many sympa- 
thizers with the cause of Com- 
munism creates an embarrassing 
situation, too, since Russia is now 
virtually an ally of Great Britain. 

Last week while making a tour 
of the West, Prime Minister Mac-

Vegetable Cooking 


In boiling vegetables havea the 
water boiling, when vegetable is 
put in, and keep it boiling. Add 
a teaspoon of salt for each quart 
of water. For strongly flavored 
vegetables such as cabbage, on- 
ions, cauliflower, turnfps, use a 
large quantity of water and cook 
uncovered. »« By this method the 
odor is not so noticeable, For 
mild vegetables use a small am- 
ount of water and cook covered, 
Spinach and tomatoes do not 
need water added. 


White Sauce For Vegetables 

2 tablespoons butter, 2 table- 
spoons flour, % teaspoon salt, a 
few grains pepper, 1 cup milk or 
% cup milk and % cup vegetable 
water. Melt butter in saucepan; 
blend in flour and seasonings; 
stir in milk and cook until thick- 
ened.

Baking in the skin is the best 
way to retain the food value of 
any vegetables—or try cooking 
in the oven in very little water 
in a covered dish—and be sure 
and save the water for sauces— 
especially with onions and carrots 
is this method splendid. Spinach 
also may be cooked very satisfac- 
torily this way. It is not quite 
as fine a method. 

Cheese Sauce for Vegetables 

To 2 cups of white sauce add 
% cup grated cheese. Stir cheese 
into the sauce and let stand in 
a warm place or in double boiler 
until cheese melts. 

Scalloped Vegetables 

Use such vegetables as cooked 
peas, onions, asparagus, carrots, 
cabbage, celery, cauliflower. To 
2 cups cooked vegetables allow 1 
cup cream sauce. Combine; put 
in a buttered casserole or baking 
dish, top with buttered crumbs 
and bake in oven until heated 
through and browned on top. A 
combination of vegetables such as 
carrots and peas may be used.

RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 

' CHURCH REGARDING 
BEVERAGE ALCOHOL 
il Cor. 6:9-13; Titus 2:1-8 

GOLDEN TEXT—*"Ye are the 
salt of the earth.”—Matt. 5:13. 
THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time. — The first Epistie of 
Paul to the Corinthians was writ- 
ten from Ephesus about A.D. 59. 
The Epistle to Titus was written 
by the Apostle when he was in 
prison in Kome, shortly before 
his death, A.D. 65. 

Place.—The city of Corinth was 
located in the northern extremity 
of Greece. Titus, when he re- 
ceived this Epistle, was probably 
exercising his fhinistry in the 
Island of Crete. : 

Keeping Good Company 

Paul’s First Epistle to the 
great Church at Corinth was al- 
most entirely devoted to two 
primary questions—the matter of 
persona] purity among Christians, 
and the problems that arise in 
the institution known as the 
Church of Christ, problems of 
fellowship, of Church government, 
Ih this passage, 
these two problems of purity and 
Church life are brought together. 

I Cor. 5:9. “I wrote unto 
you in my epistle to have no 
company with fornicators; 10. 
Not at all meaning with the for- 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous and extortioners, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs 
go out of the world.” Paul of 
course is not concerned with 
cataloguing all the flagrant sin- 
ners in the world. -He mentions 
three classes’ as being sufficient 
for his purpdse, A covetous per- 
son is greedy, avaricious, often 
crooked. An extortioner is of the 
samie type, but he does not stop 
even at violent measures to rob 
others. What Paul wants the 
Corinthians to know is that what 
he meant in his former (and now 
lost) epistle, by not keeping com- 
pany with fornicators, is that 
they should keep no company 
with such in the Church, as con- 
trasted to the world, or perhaps, 
more definitely, that they were 
not to be on any intimate terms 
with such people in the world, 


‘whether they had business deal- 


ings with them or not. 

Dealings With the Wicked 

11. “But as it is, I wrote unto 
you not to keep company, if any 
man that is named a brother be 
a fornicator, or covetous, or an 
idolater, or a reviler, or a drunk- 
ard, or an extortioner: with such 
a one no, not to eat.” Among 
the ancients, for a man to re- 
ceive any at his table, was much 
more a sign of intimacy than in 
our day; and the apostle is un- 
willing that by the sign of so 
close a personal relation, the idea 
should be authorized that the 
vicious man ia acknowledged by 
other Christians as worthy of the 
name, 

12, “For what.have I to do 
with judging them that are with- 
out? Do not ye judge them that 
are within? 13. But them that 
are without God» judgeth. Put 
away the wicked man from among 
yourselves.” Paul here is remind- 
ing the Corinthians that he is 
speaking directly and exclusively 
to those that are in the Church, 
and he brings his admonition on 
this particular point to a power- 
ful conclusion by saying that 
those who were in the Church 
practising these things should be 
put out of the Church; the 
Church since has suffered greatly 
because it has neglected this part 
of the New Testament teaching 
concerning Church membership, 
Such actioh today might cause 
some consternation in our com- 
placent membership, but it might 
bring a stirring, surprising, awak- 
ening message to an unbelieving 
world, 

Genuine Christian Character 

Titus’ was a Greek Christian, 
an intimate friend of the Apoetle 
Paul, a companion of the great 
missionary in some of his apostolie 
journeys, and probably one of his 
converts. . Here it appears that 
Titus, together with an unnamed 
brother, had been sent to Corinth, 
as the apostie’s delegate to the 
Corinthian Church, where his 
chief business was evidently to 
deal with the cases of immoral- 
ity which had occurred there. 
Titus was later left on the Island 
of Crete, to set In order the 
Church there. In Paul's Epistle 
te Titus, he advises him hew to 
deal with the various classes of 
persons met with. s 

Titus 2:1. “But speak thou 
the things which befit the sound 
doctrine’: Sound doctrine ts, of 
eourse, the truth relating to the 
Ohristian religion, te understood 
by the mind and cherished and 
held by the heart, having its 
fruita in the daily conduct. 2, 
“That aged men be temperate, 
grave, sober-minded, sound in’ 
faith, in jove, in patience: 3, That 
aged women likewise be reverent 
in demeanor, not slanderers nor 
enslaved to much wine, teachers 
of that which is good; 4 That 


they may train the young women 
to love their. husbands, to love 
theit children, 5. To be sober- 
minded, chaste, workers at home, 
kind, being in subjection to their 
own husbands, that the word of’ 
God be not blasphemed:” The 
Christian home is not a place 
where a man rules with a rod of 
iron. There is nothing more beau- 
tiful in the world than a home 
where husband and wife face all 
problems together, have each oth- 
er’s absolute confidence, do all 
things in harmony, and in peace. 
6. “The younger men likewise 
exhort to be sober-minded: 7. In 
all things showing thyself an ex- 


*ample of good works; in thy doc- 


trine showing incdrruptness, gra- 
vity, 8. Sound speech, that can- 
not be condemned; that he that 
is of the contrary part may be 
ashamed, having no evil thing to 
eay of us.” When the life of the 
preacher is an example of good 
works, and his teaching is .in 
spirit sincere, in manner reverent, 
and in substance true, the opposer 
finds nothing to criticise, and is 
plainly without reason in his op- 
position. 
And the first part of the fight in 
winning him to Christ is over.

Up and down the Straits of 
Dover and the English Channel 
there are jutting from the water 
the wrecks of many ships, great 
and small, of many nations. And 
in spite of these constant remind- 
ers the men of Dover, in tiniest 
ships, patrol ceaselessly day and 
night. They've been bombed, shell- 
ed, machine-gunned and mined. 

Some mornings the fog hugs the 
cliffs like dense smoke over a vast 
factory district on a windless day.

UNDER’ A DIVE-BOMBER 

When a Stuka or a Heinkel dives 
from the clouds to machine gun, 
the men leap to the nearest gun 
and open fire. There’s no time for 
anything else when a plane is roar- 
ing at you at 400 miles per hour, 
and each man on the patrol has 
been trained to accurate machine- 
gun. firing.

British naval 
and air forces affording protection 
to convoys bound for Britain can 
be very largely concentrated east- 
ward of the southern tip of Iceland. 
That would mean a potential trip- 
ling of the effectiveness of every 
British battleship, cruiser, destroy- 
er or corvette assigned to North 
Atlanic convoy duy.... The Ameri 
can use of the Icelandic defensive 
base may go far to help Britain 
through to winter and beyond. It 
could insure her American planes 
and other war weapons next year 
on a scale to guarantee her ulti- 
mate victory over her Axis foes.”

Chinese See Victory Ahead 

The undeclared Sino-Jap war 
went into its fifth year last week, 
with a decision no nearer in pros- 
pect than the night the shooting 
began. Its fourth year, just closed, 


‘brought little change in the military 


stalemate on the far eastern front 
that has persisted for nearly three 
years. The zone of Japanese oc- 
cupation has extended a little here, 
contracted a little there. But the 
cost in life and wealth has con- 
tinued at an unchecked pace. 

In a message marking the fourth 
anniversary of the war's outbreak, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek told 
the Chinese people ‘that the initial 
objects of: China's resistance had 
been achieved, that ultimate defert 
of Japan was inevitable and that 
a Chinese victory was in sight. 
Nevertheless, he warned, there 
should be no relaxation of vigilance 
on China's part. He exhorted the 
people of China to develop an “even 
greater’ national unity, not to re- 
lax in their “spiritual reconsiruc- 
tion,” and to regard military, edu- 
cational and economic develop- 
ments as the principal factors of 
national reconstruction 


New Vitamin Said

flavin, one of the “B” group 
vitamins, may prove one of the 
great contributions of medical 
science to military aviation, Dr. 
William Boyd of Toronto declared 
at the Canadian Medical Associ- 
ation convention meeting in Win- 
nipeg last month. 

Dr. Boyd said lack of ribofla- 
vin might produce serious defects 
in vision, The least consequence 
would be severe eye strain.

undisclosed sengeations lay behind 
his spoken words, may have their 
curiosity’ satisfied and thoir know- 
ledge of world events considerably 
extended now that Mr. Ghirer's 
"Berlin Diary”—hie personal, un- 
censored journal of eventa in Eur- 
ope 1934-1940—has been pwblished, 

In December last year Mr. Shir- 
er returned home to .24 United 
States to prepare his diary for the 
press, Completed, we find {t an in- 
timate day-to-day record.of what 
as a foreign correspondent be saw 
and heard, his meetings with the 
leading charactere in ths tragic 
drama he watched unfold during 
the seven terrible years tn which 
Hitler rose to power and cenquer 
ed most of a continent. 

Here you may read how Sbirer 
stood in the Place de la 
Paris, on that February tight of 
1934 when a Fascist mob was kept 
from storming the Chamber of Dep- 
uties only by force. He witnessed 
the declaration of conscription in 
Germany the next year, when the 
Versailles treaty was torn mp. He 
saw the re-occupation of the Rhine- 
jJand. He was in Vienna when the 
Nazis took over Austria, He cover- 
ed the Sudetenland fighting in 
1938, and watched’ the sellout of 
Czechoslovakia at Godes>erg, Ber- 
lin and Munich. He visited Danzig, 
Gdynia and Warsaw during the 
fate-heavy August of 1939. He saw 
the whole of the war from Gerlin 
and on the Western front from its 
inception up to the end of 1940. He 
witnessed the signing of the June 
armistice at Compiegne; anti he 
scooped the world with the newe 
of it and its terme. .

Famous Canadian Waterways 
Are Pictured in a Series of 
Art Covers For Bills of Fare 
In C. N. R. Dining-Cars 

Famous rivers of Canada provide 
material for illustrations reproduc- 
ed on a series of art covers used 
to enclose bills of fare offered daily 
to passengers travelling in cafe and 
buffet cars operated by the Can- 
adian National Railways. Pictorial 
covers have long been employed 
on the dining car services of the 
System, each series giving hints of 
the beauties of scenic Canada or 
presenting pieture graphs of Can- 
adian natural resources and indua- 
tries. 

The new series were designed by 
Cc. W. Simpson, of Montreal, an 
artist possessing keen appreciation 
of that outdoors which so strongly 
appeals to Canadians themselves 
and to visitors from beyond the 
border.

The Miramichi, as befits 
a renowned sporting river, is illus- 
trated by an angler about. to land 
hia salmon. The Mackenzie is 
shown as spacious and majestic 
with a flotilla of stern wheelers 
approaching Fort Norman, suggest- 
ing much easier travel than that 
imposed upon the sturdy fur trad- 
er and explorer, Mackenzie, dur- 
ing his voyage of discovery to the 
delta of the mighty stream. Mr. 
Simpson has dramatized tLe Fraser 
as flowing in turbulent volume 
through its rocky canyons in a 
boisterous scramble to the Pacific. 

Bach river is charted with an 
accompanying sketch map and ap- 
propriate text telling the stories 
of these great waterways each play- 
ing an important part history, 
and each characteristically Canad- 
fan.

A salad is no better than its 
dressing. Let your dressing be 
perfect of its kind and chosen 
to supplement the salad it com- 
pletes.

To this vinegar and oil all that 
need be added is salt and cayenne, 
Then again it may be given out- 
standing character by the addition 
of garlic (try a garlic clove in the 
vinegar bottle). Then again, try 
adding curry powder, chili pow- 
“der, mustard or Roquefort cheese, 
celery salt, etc. Other additions 
might be chopped olives, pickle 
(especially dill), celery, radishes 
or pimento. To be “correct” use 
French dressing if serving a fruit 
or “salad course” salad at a heavy 
luncheon or dinner.

But this 
fa only the beginning, We do not 
empect to hit without being hit 
back, and we intend with every 
week that passes to hit harder.” 


Shipping Losses Decrease 

That Britain's position had vastly 
improved from a year ago was the 
opinion of Kirke L. Simpson, Asso- 
elated Press military correspon- 
dent, who stressed, among other 
factors in the situation, the sharp 
decrease in British shipping losses, 
He sald: “London's ship-loss figures 
for June tell the story. They were 
the lowest since July, 1940 (329,296 
tons),-except for a period in the 
dead of last winter. Indications 
are that the present month's losses 
will fall even lower, due to Nazi alr 
concentrations in the east, to prob- 
eble withdrawal of some German 
submarines for use against Russia 
in the Baltic and to British counter 
measures at sea.” The Battle of the 
Atlantic would appear to be veering 
in favor of Britain and the United 
Btater. 


Collapse of Vichy Resistance 

The British IMfellmoee had also 
been greatly strengthened in the 
Middle East by the Syrian victory, 
and the political results, it was 
predicted, would be of much more 
commeguence. . 

There could be no doubt that 
the outbreak of the Nazi-Soviet 
war had much to do with the col- 
lapse of Vichy resistance to the 
British-FPree French allies in Syria 
and Lebanon. It ended the last hope 
of the “men of Vichy” for’effective 
German intervention there.

British-Soviet Pact 

The new British-Russian pact 
signed at Moscow on July 12, said 
Mr. Churchill, “ls, of course an al- 
HMatice and the Russian people are 
our allies.” General Jan Christian 
Smuts, Prime Minister of South 
Africa, in commenting on Mr, 
Churchill's statement to the British 
House of Commons, sald: “Let no 
one say we are now fn league with 
the Communists: and are fighting 
the battle of Communism.” The 
British-Russian treaty pledged that 
each -nation would support the 
other in war against Hitlerite Ger- 
many; and that neither would sign 
a separate peace with the enemy. 

The New York Times last week 
presented a clear picture of the 
moves and counter-moves of the 
two great powers now in the 
fourth week of war: “It is still hard 
to believe that the German and 
Russian reports of hoSiiities are 
talking about the same war. Berlin 
tells of sweeping advances. Mose- 
cow reports victorios counter- 
attacks. 


“The German High Command re- 
etricted itself to a report of ‘pro- 
gress’.on the whole eastern front, 
but the German news agencies told 
of the tmminent doom of two of 
Russia’s greatest cities, Leningrad 
and Kiev. In the north the Nazis 
were aid to have crossed the Luga 
River, last great barrier to Lenin- 
grad, and in the south the fall of 
Kiev was said to be a foreenne con- 
clusion. 


“The Moscow communique said 


the drive at. Leningrad had been 
stopped with a suecessful counter- 
attack in which the Nazi columns 
were being burled back-or destroy 
ed ‘section by ‘section.’ In the 
central sector, the Russian line was 
satd to be holding at Vitebsk, while

PROBLEM OF EROSION 


This: article will deal with 
erosion. I showed last week how 
erosion cuts down the highest 
mountains, given time, and how 
nature uses it to fashien the earth. 
But this is slow natural erosion 
not the swift tman- ade la- 
tion of the land that occurs when 
we misuse our natural resources. 
One is necessary, the other will 
eventually make oui land a desert 
uniess it is controlled, 

Where soil or rock is exposed 
to the atmosphere or to water 
chemical and physica) ‘changes 
take place. Freezing and heating 
break up the rocks and the harder 
soils, Acids from the air and 
from minerals acted upon by the 
air help to dissolve away the 
hardest rock. Thése reactions 
and many others are continuing 
all the time but very slowly for 
there are other factors acting 
against them. 

In Ontario’s History 

In our land there are few places 
where the soil or the rock is nor- 
mally exposed to the air. Nearly 
everywhere under natural condi- 
tions a heavy growth of plant life 
covers and protects the soil. This 
protection cuts erosion to a mini- 
mum so that very little soil dis- 
appears into the rivers during the 
year. At one time every stream 
in Ontario flowed clear and cool 
the year around, Erosion hardly 
existed because of the cover of 
plants and trees, 

The first settlers needed agri- 
cultural lands #o they cut the 
trees from many parts of the 
country. Where the soil was ex- 
posed it was rich and deep, crops 
grew marvellously for the first 
years. Later as the rich organic 
humus, that held the soil together, 
disappeared, the land became 
more open and less packed. And 


“under- such conditions erosion is 


apeeded up a thousand-fold. Every 
heavy rain carries away the soil 
to the rivers which are dirty from 
their heavy load of silt. As the 
top soil goes, the organic humus 
already gone, the deeper soils are 
exposed and these cut away even 
faster until bare rock is reached. 
This is the problem we must face 
very soon. Prevent erosion or our 
agricultural lands will disappear 
forever.

Soviet Secretive About De- 
acriptions : 


Few facts have leaked out about 
Soviet Russia's Stalin Line, which 
the German wor machine has been 
bucking for the past couple of 
weeks, and there ts no reliable 
basis on which to judce its strength 

Here is the best available ple 
ture;-— : 

In gcneral It is a 1,100¢mile man- 
made barrier running along the 
entire old Russian western frontier 
from the Black Sea to the Gulf of 
inland, and it was built principally 
to guard against Invasion from 
Germany. ° 

It, combines the features of 
France's Maginot fine, including 
great, fullequipped concrete fort- 
resses built underground, with the 
advantages of Germany's West 
Wall, which is bilit in greater 
depth. Whether or not it can be 
flanked, as was the Mazinot, is a 
matter of speculation. 


Underground Fortresses 

The bulk of the Stalin. system 
was completed in 1933, but the Red 
Army's leaders have added to it 
and strengthened it continually 
ever since, and are reported to 
have installed the most modern 
machinery available to keep the 
fortifications impregnable as new 
weapons of attack have been de 
veloped. 

Details about the Stalin Line, ob- 
viously, are military secrets, but 
the Kremlin has not permitted even 
general descriptions as much as 
the French did. 

One exception was an article pub- 
Mashed April 11 In the Soviet Army 
newspaper Red Star—the first 
mention in the Soviet press of the 
Red fortifications in several years. 

A special correspondent told of 
entering a great steel and concrete 
underground fortress through a 
door concealed in a hillside. Inside 
he found a warm, well-lighted 
labyrinth of defence machinery. 
complete with power plant, dormi 
tory and fire stations. 

The guns and muchine guns 
were sald to be a unit in a com 
pletely fortified zone of fire. 

25-Mile Depth 

These underground fortresses are 
provisioned with reserve stores for 
long sieges. 

An invader must do more than 
conguer these Maginot-type. forti 
fications, however, for the Stalin 
Line runs in depth for distances 
Varying up to about 76 miles tn 
some places. ‘The depth is said to 
average 25 miles.

TABLE TALKS

Fill All The Jars! 


I read the other day that. a 
slogan of the last war was: “Eat 
what you-can and what you can’t 
eat, can.” Once again we are at 
war and I believe that for this 
Canada of ours, with our surplus 
of food and our richness in fruits 
and vegetables, one of the slogans 
should be: “Let us fill all the 
Jars.” Firstly consider your own 
family and make every preserve, 
jelly and jam that they like. Then 
from the surplus, let us prepares 
for the many, many corners of 
the earth to which we may be ask- 
ed to send food. So- here’s to 
the “United Home Front!” 

First | am going to give you a 
few general suggestions, which 
seem this time of year to be a daily 
topic. 


For your very best resyits do not 


use fruit unless it is sound, ripe, of 
a good color and shape. DoD not be 


overly interested in. the bargain 


counter when it comes to fruit 
and vegetables. It just does not 
pay. 


In choosing your jars, pick 
those which will best serve your 
family as to size, so that there 
may be no leftovers to spoil, 

‘ Test all jars before using, Ad- 
just rubber rings, fill with water 
and invert to test for.leaks, Dis 
card any jar which cannot be 
made air-tight. This is always 
economy, 

Always use fresh rubber rings, 
Always sterilize jars thoroughly, - 
and if possible,, give them a sun- 
drying and I guarantee there will 
be no spoiled fruit, 

Have you had trouble with cer. 
tain fruits darkening in the pre- 
paration—say-peaches, pears and 
apples? If using: cold pack 
methods, as soon as your jar has 
been filled with fruit, pour on the 
boiling syrup. $I using the other 
methods pee] at a time only the 
fruit which your kettle will ac- 
commodate, so that the fruit will 
not have to sit waiting for the 
cooking. 

Light Syrup 

Use 1 cup sugar to 2 cups water 
or half and half of sugar and corn 
syrup to the same proportion of 
water, This is especially good for 
peaches and pears. 

Medium Syrup 

Use 1 cup sugar to 1 cup water 
or half and half of corn syrup and 
sugar to the same proportion of, 
water, If you wish you may use 
the ‘no sugar” method and use 1 
cup corn syrup to 1 cup water. 

Heavy Syrup 
This type is suitable for the 


very -tart fruit such as cherries, . 


berries of all kinds or the plums. 
Some prefer this type for peaches 
too. 2 cups sugar to 1 cup water 
or half and half again of sugar 
and syrup to 1 cup water, 

N.B.—— Always when mixing 
sugar syrup and water place over 
a low heat at first until all is 
dissolved, stirring constantly to 
prevent, burning. 

Open Kettle Canning 

Simmer only enough fruit at a 
time, that may be completely cov- 
ered with syrup. 

Sterilize jars and covers and 
fill with hot fruit and syrap while 
jars are still very hot and sterile. 

Always fill jars to overflowing 
with toe hot fruit and syrop, while 
jars are still very hot. If using 
a knife to insert in jar to remove 
bubbles, be sure it is sterile.

Observe the same rules as for

Some Touch-Ups 
If currants are available, when 
doing blueberries combine in half

In canning peaches, crack a few 
peach stones with a hammer and 
add them to your jars—one or 
two to each jar. You will be sur- 
prised at the added flavor, 

Who does not know the trick of 
adding cloves or cinnamon sticke 
to pears? I like this treatment 
for plums as well. 

Spiced Fruits 

Syrup: 1 quart diluted vinegar 
(very mild) 4 lbs. brown sugar, 2 
ounces whole cloves, 2 ounces 
stick cinnamon, plece of root gin- 
ger. 
To the ginger add the sugar, 
stir over heat until sugar dis 


solves. tring to boil and then 
add spices in cheesecloth bag. 
Simmer fruit until tender, then 


transfer to jars © When all fruit 
has been cooked, bring syrup to 
hard boil and fill jars to overflow- 
ing. Seal or cover closely for stor- 
ing. This amount of syrup will 
take care of 8 lbs. of fruit.
